4 VLADIVOSTOCK DISTURBANCES 


{INTERVIEW WITH A SPECTATOR, 


A reptesentative of the Japan Chronicle hus 
beon fortunate in obtaining an interview witha 
gentleman lately returned from Viadivostack 
‘and who arrived at that place a few days befors 
the ontbroak. He says : coil ~~ 

“The cause of the disturbances,” he.said, “is 
nat far to seek. I was informod by a Rusaian 
that there had been’ grest dissatisfaction 
.amongstithe bludjackets and reservists since 
the conclusicn of tha war, The troops were 
kept on half rations—which order was first 
gisen at the time of the expected investment 
of the town—and the roservi.ts were dotained 
instead of being eent home. For some 
time past ihe commanding officer and others 
had recoived threatening letters, in which 
the men demnnded full rations and that 

ithe reservists should be eont back to European

“Tn answer to these letters. the commanding 
officer issusd o proclamation on the Sth or LOth of) 
November, stating that tho men's domands had 
been wired’ to St. Petersburg, and that no 
change could be effected until he had received 
authority todo so. Ha advised the t ons to 
remain quivt, as he would use al! means: at hie 
disposal to suppress disturbances, The soldiers, 
incited, it is said, by revolutionary agitators, 
replied that they would wait till Sunday for, a 
mora fasourable reply, ond it was on that day 
that the trouble commenced. . 

“The Chinese and coolies ware tho first vic- 
tims. During the war they had charged enormous 
prices ‘for provisious of all kinds, and 
endeavoured to maintain these-prices after peace 
aud Leen proclaimed. As the mon were. on 
half-rations and bulf-pay,and had to pay high 
prices for every little luxury, it is uot to ve 
wondexed at that they sought revenge, on these
